Work proceeding well 
on River Valley Park 


Preliminary work began 
last fall and has proceeded 
since spring on berming and 
sloping the river bank, which 
is a major part of the Red 
Willow Park development 
which was undertaken by the 
city with the aid of the 
Devonian Foundation. 

“If the weather had been 
good we might have finished 
from this side of the Wood- 
lands subdivision to the 
railway tressle on both sides 
of the river,’’ said local 
contractor Bob Bell of Bell- 
Cord Contracting and De- 
velopment Ltd. But better 
than six weeks on con- 
struction time was lost 
through rain, 

Top of the berm will be 28 
feet wide along its entire 
length to provide a walkway 
and bicycle path, When fully 
completed in years to come 
pedestrians and cyclists will 
be able to go along the river 
from Bridge Park to Big 
Lake, which ties in with the 
rodeo grounds. 

Che berm will also serve 
another important function, 
At the lower level it will 
serve to protect against 
flooding to a point above the 
highest reported flooding 
over a 50-year period. And 
the top portion will serve as a 
dike against flooding to the 
100-year level. 


Work this year started at 
Bridge Park and proceeded 
towards the tressle to grade 
and bring the level of fill dirt 
even with the top of the 
berm. Chief city engineer 
Don Corrigan, staff members 
and John Beedle have set out 
the grades and blueprints for 
the contractor - ‘‘and they 
have always been ahead of us 
with ensuring a supply of 
fill,"’ said Mr. Bell. *'They 
are so easy to work with."’ 

Work on the section from 
Perron Street Bridge to the 
Highway Bridge began this 
morning, and the contractor 
is hoping the weather will 
hold so that some work can 
also be done on the north 
side of the river going east 
from the tressle. 

“It's certainly goirig to be 
a nice river development - 
such an improvement,"’ said 
Mr. Bell, but surprisingly it 
has only been during the past 
week that people have been 
coming around to ask about 
what is going on."’ 

He anticipates that more 
work may be needed in 
Bridge Park, plus some 
patching in certain areas, 
and some small sections will 
have to await other plans, 
such as a foot bridge over the 
river. 

The area is too large for 
sodding and it is too late now 


for fall seeding, but by 
August of next year the grass 
will make a_ significant 
improvement to the appear- 
ance of the development. 
“With Mr. Beedle involved 
St. Albert residents can be 
sure of the best in trees and 
shrubs, as well,’’ concluded 
contractor Ron Bell.

Board Chairman Ernie 
Wynychuk, who deals direc- 
tly with the situation through 
his position as principal at an 
Edmonton school, concurred 
with Mrs. Martin's views 
saying he agreed with her 
100 percent. 

Board Finance Chairman 
Gary Hodgins reminded oth- 
er trustees that every time 
the district received an extra 
grant from the province it 
was only a partial grant and 
as such would have the effect 
of ‘eating away at the pot’. 

He said, ‘‘When we (the 
Board) do these kinds of 
special projects it is at the 
expense of the majority 
(regular students), We stay 
with the teacher ratio and the 
classroom suffers because 
we don't want to go to the 
public for additional money. I 
don’t Know if this is an 
adequate assessment (of the 
effect special teaching grants 
have) but the system may be 
feeding itself. We'll have to 
pay the whole cost to avoid 
extra strain on regular 
classrooms."’ 

He concluded his com- 
ments by saying that he 
solidly supported the idea 
and that he would look at 
ways of handling it. 

Trustee Scott Friese added 
that it was important to have 
the resolution in provincial 
legislation so that the Board 
could work on it in its 
budgeting. 

After the meeting the 
Gazette spoke with Mrs. 
Martin and Superintendent 
Elmer Gish about the con- 
cept of special programs for 
gifted students. We learned 
that the District does have a 
significant number of stu- 


dents who fit the description 
of gifted students including 
one grade two student who is 
currently at a junior high 
school level of mathematics. 

Another case in point 
arose during the summer 
when parents learned that a 
special ‘enrichment prog- 
ram’ at Sir Alexander Mac- 
kenzie was being cancelled. 
The program was made 
possible last year because 
the school had the temporary 
advantage of an additional 
resource teacher who Lowell 
Throndson, principal of the 
school, used in an ‘experi- 
mental’ program. 

One set of parents took the 
time to write Mr. Gish and 
express their disappointment 
at losifig a program that their 
two children had been bene- 
fitting a great deal from. 
Both were concerned their 
children's interest in school 
would be seriously dimini- 
shed. Mrs. Martin saidifa 
student's potential is com- 
pared with his actual learn- 
ing many of the gifted 
students slip into the low 
achievement category when 
they lack added stimuli such 
as that supplied by an 
enrichment program. 

Mrs. Martin summed up 
her belief in the importance 
of a program for gifted 
students with an argument 
that would be difficult to 
attack. ‘‘They are the stu- 
dents who have the potential 
to provide strong leadership 
in government, in education, 
in medicine, in research etc, 
They are indeed exceptional 
children, but under Alberta 
Edutation guidelines (they) 
receive no (special) support. 
No nation, no province, no 
district can afford to neglect 
such a rich human re- 
source.”’

Time and Sandford Fleming 


FIRST OF A TWO PART SERIES 


He was one of the most remarkable 

’ figures in the thistory of a remarkable 
nation. Yet we tend to forget all he did, 
perhaps because the benefits of his 
work are So commonplace today. Here, 
an appreciation of the legacy of Sir 
Sandford Fleming, Renaissance Man 
and Canadian. 


Sir Sandford Fleming is not totally 
unsung, but considering what Canadians 
owe him 63 years after his death, it is odd 
that we so rarely celebrate his fantastic 
achievements. In his own way, he did as 
much as Sir John A. MacDonald or Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier to strap the country 
together. Yet if you were to ask a hundred 
assorted Canadians to identify Sandford 
Fleming, most of them would probably say 
that he was a senator from New 
Brunswick or a one-time defenceman for 
the Boston Bruins. 

Words memorialize statesmen—words in 
speeches, words in print. But Fleming was 
an engineer, and as he said himself, 
“engineers must plod on in a distinct 
sphere of their own, dealing less with 
words than with deeds, less with men that 
with matter.” Though Fleming was in fact 
one of the more verbose engineers of a 
verbose age, the truth remains that his 
legacy lies in what he did and not what he 
said and others said about him. The 
benefits of his acts are so familiar today 
that we scarcely spare them a thought, 

Thanks to Fleming, the world runs on 
standard: time. He was both a professional 
railwayman and an amateur steamship 
authority. As such he saw that, although 
trains and ships got faster and faster, the 
chaos in time-keeping threatened to cancel 
every gain they made. International 
schedules were a railway clerk’s night- 
mare, a traveller's parallel to Babel. Even 
within the borders of one country, 
confusion reigned. At noon in Toronto in 
1880, it was 11.58 in Hamilton, 12.08 in 
Belleville, 12.25 in Montreal. Railroads in 
the United States used one hundred 
different time standards. Stations displayed 
rows of clocks telling the time at different 
points along the railway. Veteran travellers 
carried watches with as many as six dials 

It was to bring sweet reason to this 
time-keeping madness that Fleming inven 
ted the system of 24 time zones based on 
a prime meridian of longitude at Green- 
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wich, England. Scientific societies initially 
treated the scheme as a crackpot’s dream, 
but he doggedly flogged it for 20 years. 
Earl Grey, the Governor General who 
gave the Grey Cup to Canadian football, 
once said Fleming had “the missionary 
fervour of St. Paul.’ In the matter of 
standard time, the big, bearded, Canadian 
engineer slowly made the world give in. By 
1890, North America, Great Britain, 
Sweden, most of Europe and Japan had all 
adopted the system. Sandford Fleming is 
the reason why anyone today can open an 
atlas, look at a clock, and calculate the 
time on the far side of the earth. 

His influence on where Canadians go in 
their own country will survive as long as 
railway trains clatter from coast to coast. 
‘Why does The Ocean Limited, Montreal- 
bound from Halifax, penetrate this 
particular forest, rattle westward beside 
that particular river? Who was it that, in 
1862, gave the Canadian government the 
first practical plan, worked out to the last 
cross-tie and dollar, for a railway to the 
Pacific? Who said, “The Pacific Railway 
would surpass in every element of 
magnitude and cost any work ever 
undertaken by man” — and who, a dozen 
years later, became chief engineer of this 
same, stupendous construction job? Who 
led historic and death-defying forays into 
the Rocky’ Mountains to survey not only 
the CPR’s route through Kicking Horse 
Pass but also what would one day be 
CNR’s route through Yellowhead Pass? 
The answer, in every case, is Sandford 
Fleming. ' 

Fleming was well over six feet tall. His 
beard had turned white by November of 
1885 when, at Craigellachie, B.C., a 
hunchbacked Winnipegger named Ross 
took the most famous photograph in 
Canadian history. It shows a bunch of 
navvies and dignitaries in the mountain 
mist, They are wearing dark, rumpled 
clothes, bowlers and caps, and they 
surround CPR director Donald Smith as 
he drives the last spike for the railway 
Fleming had first planned 23 years before. 
Behind Smith, wearing a stove-pipe hat 
and almost dominating the photograph, 
looms Fleming himself. The bottom of his 
beard looks like the edge of a shovel. He 
appears as solid and impassive as a totem- 
pole, but the moment moves him deeply. 
Later, he would write: 

Most of the engineers, with hundreds of 
workmen of all nationalities, who had been 
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Sir Sandford Fleming continued 


engaged in the mountains, were pre- 
sent...The blows on the spike were 
fepeated until it was driven home. The 
silence, however, continued unbroken...It 
seemed as if the act now performed, had 
worked a spell on all present. Each one 
appeared absorbed in his own reflec- 
tions...Suddenly a cheer spontaneously 
burst forth, and it was no ordinary cheer. 
The subdued enthusiasm, the pent-up 
feelings of men familiar with hard work, 
now found vent. Cheer upon cheer 
followed... Such a scene is conceivable on 
the field of hard-fought battle at the 
moment when victory is assured...As the 
shouts subsided, a voice was heard in the 
most prosaic tones, as of constant daily 
occurrence: “All aboard for the Pacific.” 
The notice was quickly acted upon, and in 
a few minutes the train was in motion. It 
passed over the newly-laid rail and, amid 
renewed cheers, sped on its way westward. 

Sir Andrew MacPhail, professor of 
medical history at McGill University and 
sometime author, said it was just possible” 
Fleming was not the greatest engineer who 
ever lived; he was merely “the greatest 
man who ever concerned himself with 
engineering.” Fleming concerned himself 
with much more. He designed Canada’s 
first postage stamp in 1851. He founded a 
society of professional men, called it The 
Canadian Institute, and lived to celebrate 
its 50th anniversary. On September 5, 
1883, at 4,600 feet above sea level in the 
Selkirk Mountains, he also helped found 
the Canadian Alpine Club and became its 
first president. (That was the day he and 
his party named Rogers Pass and, before 
plunging forward on an expedition that 
almost cost them their lives, had a wild 
mountaintop game of leap-frog. Fleming 
was 56.) 


Making Way For Nationhood 
With Oysters and Champagne 


He was the first lithographer in Canada, 
and printed the country’s first real town 


maps. He drew up an elaborate plan for 
Toronto Harbour, where he took out a 
row-boat and did all the soundings himself, 
He wrote articles on ocean navigation, 
steamboats, historical pictures, postage 
stamps and colour-blindness. (He was 
colour-blind; once he _ unintentionally 
alarmed his future wife by courting her in 
a pink suit that clashed with his red 
beard.) 

He wrote a book of Short Daily Prayers 
for Busy Households, invested so shrewdly 
that he was wealthy by his mid-thirties, 
and, at the time of the historic 
Charlottetown conference of 1864, drea- 
med up and successfully promoted post- 
conference trips by the Canadian delegates 
to Halifax and Saint John. He believed 
that “there is nothing like the brotherhood 
of knife and fork; and as his own lusty 
parties in Ottawa and Halifax had already 
proved, his wife also a brotherhood of 
oysters and champagne. After the Mari- 
time parties in 1864, the Saint John 
Morning Telegraph patted its editorial 
tummy and allowed: “The Canadians are 
good fellows. and a jolly set, and we are 
sorry to part with them.’”’ Fleming had 
made the ground for the planting of 
Confederation softer than before. 

Fleming had a knack of showing up at 
places where Canadian history could 
breathe on him, In 1849, he travelled from 
Toronto to Montreal to get a surveyor’s 
license, and walked right into a riot. A 
street mob had pelted the Governor's 
carriage with rotten eggs and stones and 
the throng swept Fleming to the doors of 
the burning Parliament Buildings. He was 
then 22, and only four years out of his 
home in Kirkcaldy, Scotland. He promptly 
organized a small party to rescue a 
massive painting of Queen Victoria. A 
lifelong lover of the British Empire, 
Fleming would later celebrate supreme 
moments such as crossing the Great 
Divide in the Rockies, by drinking a toast 
to Queen Victoria in the sparkling water of 
an alpine brook.

READER COMMENT 
Some Thoughts On Private Schools And 
Needs Of Retarded 


Last week's Gazette carried two items 
that are of great interest to me, first of all 
as a parent and particularly as parent of a 
child with mental retardation and, secon- 
dly, as chairperson of the interim executive 
committee of The St. Albert Association 
for the Handicapped. I refer to your 
editorial “On Private Schools’ and the 
item ‘‘Association for Retarded elects new 
officers."’ Perhaps I saw a link there that 
most of your readers would not. 

Let me state categorically that I do not 
object to “private schools” -- if those 
schools are founded on a clearly stated 
philosophy and are operated according to 
basic standards of education as laid down 
by the province. But private schools 
founded a quarter of a century ago to meet 
a need that had been ignored and are still 
used by public systems to evade the 
responsibility of providing for children with 
“special needs” -- that is something else! 

When we, as a family, moved to St. 
Albert three years ago, we had no 
difficulty finding educational placement for 
three of our children, Society labels them 
as NORMAL. We do have four children; 
the two youngest are twins--and for one of 
the twins we were given a choice; place 
her name on the waiting list for the New 
Avonmore Program, established that year 
by the Edmonton Public School system, or 
send her to the privately administered 
Winnifred Stewart School. 

Of course we chose the latter because it 
was there then. We became heavily 
involved through the dedication of 
hundreds of hours to volunteer effort, 
hoping thus to ensure some degree of 
community awareness of the needs of this 
particular group of children and young 
adults. Today, thanks to the efforts of the 
Administration of P.S.S.D. #6, our child 
is in the New Avonmore Program. It is 
not the ideal solution for our needs but 
hopefully there will no longer be the 
personal hostility that had to be confronted 
with every effort to effect change or at 
least something resembling a_ positive 
learning situation for her. 


MEETING WAS DISAPPOINTING 


I was present at the annual meeting that 
you reported on. A meeting that for the 
Edmonton Association for the Mentally 
Retarded was unusually well attended with 
a large proportion of EAMR employees 
there. (Staff can be full voting members in 
that Association), There was no opportun- 
ity for questioning or annual reports, There 
was no presentation of policy resolutions. 
Indeed there was an air of preoccupation 
about the meeting that seemed out of place 


in a voluntary agency purporting to 
promote the welfare of the mentally 
retarded! 


Because St. Albert citizens have 
supported the annual Winnifred Stewart 
School Blitz--to the tune of more than 
$15,000 in the years 1977-1978-it will be 
of interest to your readers to know that 
eighty percent of the school’s budget 
comes from provincial tax funds channel- 
led through local school boards, The 
balance is collected through charitable 
funding. 

And here is where the argument comes 
in. If education is the basic right of ALL 
Alberta children, then should this ad- 
ditional money go towards providing those 
extra services required by children with 
“special needs?” 


CHARITY OR BASIC RIGHT? 


And what about the evaluation of 
programs not under the jurisdiction of a 
public system? Should any child depend 
on charity to provide service that the rest 
of the community considers a basic right? 
As long as there are such alternatives, will 
our own community recognize its responsi 
bility and develop local programs when the 
numbers warrant? These are questions 
most parents never have to ask. But does 
that release the community as a whole 
from dealing with them! 

Let me hasten to add that the above in 
no way detracts from the achievements of 
the past. Dr. Winnifred Stewart will 
remain the giant of change in the work 
with the mentally retarded...the pioneer 
who contributed so greatly to the 
acceptance of those with retardation in our 
communities. St. Albert is home to many 
persons with many categories of disability. 
We know that our neighbors, our civic 
leaders and the general populace are ready 
to accept the responsibility of change. 
Pertinent also may be the fact that 1979 
has been declared by the United Nations 
as the International Year of the Child! 


A ROLE FOR PARENTS 


There is an ongoing role for parent 
organizations in the work with the 
handicapped. I see that role as one of 
monitoring services provided by the 
community and building a Family Support 
system. Today the family is being asked to 
take the place of the Institution...and we 
are doing it willingly and gladly. But 
sometimes there's a very high price! 
Winnie Stewart’s vision and her work 
remains enshrined forever in the hearts 
and minds of parents and professionals 
around the world. It is a work we can all 
participate in,

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Smoke alarms

A FIRE PREVENTION 
WEEK MESSAGE 


Fire Prevention Week giv- 
es me an excellent oppor- 
tunity to remind everyone in 
Alberta to work toward 
reducing the loss of human 
life and the staggering 
amount of property damage 
that occur every year as a 
result of fires. 

During 1977, 92 persons 
lost their lives by fire, 388 
were injured by fire and over 
69 millions of dollars of 
property were destroyed by 
fire. In an effort to prevent 
such tragedies, the Alberta 
Government has enacted 
legislation to make it manda- 
tory that approved smoke 
alarms and smoke detectors 
be installed in certain buil- 
dings. For example, all 
buildings with sleeping ac- 
commodation, where con- 
struction began after July 5S, 
1977, must have smoke 
detector protection installed 
as part of the buildings’ 
electrical system. By January 
1, 1979, smoke detector 
protection must be installed 
in existing buildings with 
sleeping accommodations, 
except for one and two family 
dwellings. 

Smoke alarms do save 
lives. Approved smoke al- 
arms, suitable for your 
house, can readily be pur- 


chased for less than the 
$36.33 per capita figure that 
the destruction of property 
by fire cost every Albertan 
last year. 

As many as &S percent of 
fire deaths are due to smoke 
inhalation. It has been esti- 
mated that five out of ten 


lives could have been saved 
if smoke alarms had been 
installed, 

The number of lives saved 
by smoke alarms is growing 
every day. They give you 
warning before fire spreads.

Star-Key Mines gets green light

LIGHT TRAFFIC 


Star-Key Mines Ltd. poin- 
ted out that only two vehicles 
would be used in hauling the 
coal in 1981. The ERCB 
commented that this would 
provide an opportunity to 
study the effect of the 
increased truck traffic and 
the observations, made in 
1981 might influence in- 
terested government depart- 
ments, the City of St. Albert 
and Star-Key Mines Ltd. in 
the future. 

Appearing at the hearing 
for Star-Key Mines were Mr. 
J. Stratton and nine other 
representatives. Alderman 
Rod Throndson and planner 
D. W. Gordon appeared for 
the City of St. Albert. 
Representing the Consumer 
Association of Canada (Alta.) 
were: Ms. R. C. Wood, Mr. 
C. D. Cousineau, Dr. R.H.M. 
Plain, Mr. R. J. Nichols and 
Mr. R. Heit. 

The examiners of the app- 
lication, who also appeared 
at the hearing, were N. 
Strom, P.Eng., and N. J. 
Duncan, P.Eng., from the 
ERCB, and D. Harrington 
from Alberta Environment. 

These examiners consid- 
ered suitability and effi- 
ciency of the proposed min- 
ing method, the effect of 
subsidence, the effect on the 
environment, land reclama- 
tion, air quality, water 
quality, the effect of hauling 
the coal, cost-benefit and 
social impact, to be the major 
issues raised by the app- 
lication. 


THE APPLICANT'S VIEWS 
ON THE EFFECTS OF 
HAULING 


The applicant has indica- 
ted that the coal would be 
hauled from the mine in 41 
000 kg gross vehicle weight 
trucks to the Inland Cement 
plant using secondary road 
635, Highway 2 and 156 
Street. And that the antici- 
pated round trips per day 
would average 14 in 1981, 
and 21 in 1982, reaching a 
maximum average daily 
round trips of 34in 1997 to 
remove the planned produc- 
tion from the mine. The 
trucks would haul between 
the hours of 7 a.m. and 7 
p.m. five days per week. 
Secondary road 635 would 
require upgrading to acc- 
ommodate the increased 
traffic and loading. 

To mitigate noise effects of 
the increased traffic, the 
applicant plans to use trucks 
equipped with the most 
efficient mufflers available. 


THE INTERVENERS’ 
VIEWS 


The City of St. Albert 
indicated that their major 
concern was the truck traffic 
through St. Albert. It re- 
quested certain conditions be 
placed upon the trucking of 
coal, such as hauling only 
from 7 a.m. to 7 p.m. with 
trucks using efficient noise 
reduction systems. In addi- 
tion, it requested that fugi- 
tive dust emissions be 
minimized by using covered 


trucks. 

The Consumer Association 
indicated that other routes 
such as the Villeneuve road 
could be more desirable from 
the point of view of the 
residents of St. Albert. It alsp 
submitted that while most of 
the social costs associated 
with the project would be 
borne by the local residents, 
the benefits to residents of 
the area were not so obvious. 


THE EXAMINERS’ VIEWS 


An earth berm should be 
constructed around the peri- 
meter of the mine entry and 
surface facility area, and be 
stabilized with trees and 
grass to form a screen from 
the surrounding areas. Sc- 
reening, preferably by trees 
along the south boundary 
adjacent to Manor Estates, is 
required. 

The examiners concurred 
that the mitigative measures 
planned by the applicant 
should result in a minimum 
of dust generation. 

It is anticipated that the 
proposed mine expansion 
would not alter the regional 
groundwater flow system. 
Groundwater users between 
the mine and the Sturgeon 
River could conceivably be 
affected by reduced ground- 
water yields from individual 
wells.

benefits, and social impact. 
For this reason, only costs 
which would be incurred 
directly by the company were 
estimated, and although 
off-site costs would arise, no 
attempt was made to esti- 
mate them. Star-Key esti- 
mated the total initial in- 
vestment to be about $6.2 
million (1977 dollars) with 
subsequent investment of 
approximately another $6.8 
million (1977 dollars) over 
the 20-year life of the project, 
Operating costs were esti- 
mated to total $50 million 
(1977 dollars) over the life of 
the project. 

Additional costs which 
may be incurred due to the 
coal mine expansion include 
road upgrading, with cost 
estimated ranging from 
$200,000 to $600,000 plus 
costs associated with re- 
establishing water supplies 
which might possibly be 
affected by the mine. Star- 
Key indicated that it was 
negotiating with the affected 
rural municipalities over its 
share of the road upgrading 
cost and said it would bear 
the cost of re-establishing 
any groundwater supplies 
affected by the mine. 


$23 MILLION IN WAGES 

Star-Key indicated that the 
project would employ 66 
workers with a total wage biil 
of some $23 million over the 
life of the project. The direct 
and indirect spending asso 
ciated with the mine and its 
employees is expected to 
create a further 25 perman 
ent jobs. 

Detrimental social impacts 
outlined by Star-Key include 
road noise from the truck 
traffic, coal dust, as well as 
the visual impact of the mine 
site, and subsidence. The 
applicant indicated that the 
road noise from the addi 
tional truck traffic would be a 
marginal increase over that 
which exists presently, whil: 
the visual impact of the sit 
is expected to be rather 
small, 

ANTERVENERS’ 
VIEWS 

St. Albert indicated that 
the impact of the additional 
truck traffie would have a 
somewhat greater impact 
than Star-Key believed to be 
the case. 

EXAMINERS’ NOTE 
BENEFITS 

The examiners believe that 
the 66 permanent employees 
who would be employed 
directly as a result of the 
mine operation, and an addi- 
tional 25 through indirect 
effects, have a significant 
positive impact on the St 
Albert-Morinville region 
with few attendent costs. 


APPROVAL CONDITIONS 

Star-Key Mines Ltd. must 
advise the Board of any 
significant modifications of 
the mining plans and gain 
their approval before pro- 
ceeding, In addition, on or 
before March 31 each year, 
Star-Key Mines must submit 
a report on the previous 
year’s operation and some- 
time in the third quarter of 
the year submit a detailed 
mining plan for the upcom- 
ing year of operation. 

The mining company must 
also submit to the Board the 
results of any trials designed 
to give guidance or pillar 
dimensions between long- 
wall panels and details of 
subsidence measurements.

Dr. A. E. Hohol, Minister 
of Alberta Advanced Educa- 
tion and Manpower, has 
named 57 members to fill 
vacancies on advanced edu- 
cation advisory committees. 

The new members were 
appointed from nearly 400 
nominations and applications 
resulting from the Minister's 
request last spring for 
nominations to represent the 
public at large and post- 
secondary student populat- 
ions.

off to a heady start

The Walterdale Theatre's 
production of *‘Lloyd George 
Knew My Father’’ has 
altered my perceptions of 
aging. If Jack Wilson's 
portrayal of senility is acc- 
urate, then bring on the 
hardened arteries! With 
none of the usual pathos 
associated with the subject, 
Mr. Wilson's depiction of 
General Boothroyd shows us 
the delightful aspects of 
great age. He controls the 
direction of the conversation, 
and because of the respect 
his years demand, he can be 
as convoluted and repetitious 
as he likes. He can turn a 


deaf ear to the trivial chatter 


of others but can compell 
them to listen to his. By 
virtue of his deafness, he can 
remain oblivious to depress- 
ing news, and can relive 
happy moments ad nauseam, 
As shown by Mr. Wilson, 
and William Douglas Home's 
script, senility is the only 
stage in our lives in which we 
can be completely selfish, 
enjoying the freedom of 
childhood and the experience 
of age. So much for the youth 
cult! 

Even given the fact that 
the playwright has written a 
script that abounds with 
batty witticisms, Jack Wilson 
would be as winning in the 
West End as he is on the 
amateur stage of the Walter- 
dale. From the absent 
_minded clasping and fum- 
bling of his hands to his 
hilarious bit with the mouse, 
he was marvellous. One of 
his rambles about a Free- 
mason from Wolverhampton 
had me in tears of laughter. 

The play itself is a gen- 
teely zany send-up of upper 
class British eccentricities. 
The moving force in the piece 
is the General's wife, Lady 
Sheila Boothroyd. She is

rare we are granted access to 

such childish territory but 
the silvery white and sky 
blue of Schafer's creation 
take us away. Balloon clouds 
float dreamily and the trapp- 
ings of the living room have 
an unreal elegance. When 
the scene switches to Mau- 
de's house, the spell is 
unbroken. Here is a room to 
delight the child in anyone -- 
there are boxes, banjos and 
birdcages and some wild and 
wonderful inventions. It's a 
visual picnic. 

It is only appropriate that 
the resident of such premises 
should be a lady reminiscent 
of the benevolent white 
witches of fairy tale lore. 
Glynis Johns’ Maude is 
joyous and beguiling in a 
beautifully low-key interpre- 
tation, Her glowing percep- 
tions of the world are voiced 
in pleased, matter-of-fact 
tones, suggesting that uni- 
versal beauty is obvious to 
anyone who cares to see it. 
All too often, such senti- 
ments are gushed forth in 
saccharine sermons to which 
one can only respond cyni- 
cally. Miss Johns’ Maude 
sees no such need to amplify 
beauty, and so her delight in 
it is not only credible, it’s 
infectious. 

Maude cannot be an easy 
role. It must be very difficult 
to achieve the proper balance 
between childlike enthus- 
iasm and the wisdom of great 
age. Yet Miss Johns ach- 
ieves both in a seamless 
interpretation. Her Maude is 
more than worthy of Harold's 
grief and love. 


ENIGMA OF HAROLD 
POSES NO PROBLEM 


Harold himself is no-one’s 
idea of an open book either, 
but Robert Joy was able to 
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Harold, Maude and Peter: 


read him with acute percep- 
tion. Joy used a_ blank, 
shuttered expression prior to 
Harold's relationship with 
Maude, and the look hinted 
at all manner of weirdness 
behind it. This character 
must undergo a tremendous 
transformation during the 
play and making it believable 
is tricky. However, Joy takes 
us from Harold the Freak to 
Harold the Free Spirit with 
no credibility gap. Joy's final 
scene with Maude was an 
intensely moving one. I was 
unprepared for its power and 
nearly washed out a contact 
lens in my sympathy. Great 
Stuff! Joy is an actor of great

The part of the maid is not 
a large one, but Mickey 
Maunsell brings it to life with 
one secret smile, Maunsell's 
droll domestic takes a dis- 
creet delight in Harold's 
suicidal scenarios and smirks.

Electric guitars evolved 
mainly because the acoustic 
guitars that were used in the 
big bands about two genera 
tions ago were not loud 
enough. Imagine a typical 
big band: brass 
woodwinds, piano, drums, 
percussions, and maybe sin 
gers. In this context, the 
F-Hole archtop acoustics that 
were used just didn't have 
the carrying power to cut 
through. 

The earliest electrics were 
nothing more than acoustics 
with microphones stuck on 
them. These produced ter- 
rible sounds and were prone 
to all kinds of electrical 
problems and produced fairly 
decent sound. 

This new approach to the 
manufacture of electric guit- 
ars gave way to the guitar 
coming out in its own right as 
a solo instrument in the big 
band. Originally, guitar pi- 
ckers were relegated to the 
thankless chores of the 


section,

Of course, there was a new 
class of guitarists. People 
like Harry Volpe and Charlie 
Christian, who some author- 
ities say, are the founders of 
the electric guitar ‘‘voice"’ in 
How- 
ever, electrics made in those 
days suffered from the pre 
judices of designers who 
were unable to realize that 
this new breed of instru- 
ments had to be totally re- 
thought and redesigned. 

Nonetheless, there were 
some men of vision and 
imagination who were willing 
to try something different, 
with the all too known con- 
sequences of starvation, ri- 
dicule from fellow musicians, 
and outright ostracization 
from the snobbish and short- 
sighted designers of the so 
called ‘‘classical guitar.’’ 
The lifestory of Leslie Paul 
(Les Paul), the designer of 
the now million-selling Gib- 
son models, would fill the 
pages of many a book. 


contemporary music. 


To say the least, the 
wheels of progress kept 
turning. Progress rolled al- 
ong with the people who 
were progressive and ground 
to dust those who stood in its 
way. Then came rock and roll 
music, and the supremacy of 
the electric guitar was firmly 
assured. 

Guitar amplifiers origin- 
ally used to be little nasty 
boxes that belched forth 
noises, and suffered from all 
kinds of design malfunctions, 
but as the guitars got more 
and more popular, the play- 
ers got more and more 
demanding, and many of 
them actually helped in the 
design of amplifiers, ‘‘Tube"’ 
amps, with five percent or 
more ‘harmonic distortion’’ 
were actually not well-loved 
by the early electric gui- 
tarists, who were looking for 
cleaner sound. The search 
for ‘clean sound”’ in amps, 
however spawned some in- 
teresting inventions and re- 


design in audio amps in 
general, 
Early ‘50s rock ‘n’ roll 


gave way to the rebirth of the 
blues, the Rolling Stones and 
the Beatles. Then came the 
Flower Power era and psy- 
chedelia, and then general 
use of mind expanding 
drugs. Rock music became 
total entertainment, both 
aurally and visually, 

Along came progressive 
rock with ‘walls of sound,”’ 
and back bounced the ‘tube’ 
amps, but this time with a 
vengeance. Groups have to 
use trucks to cart the stuff 
around. Fender, the famous 
guitar-maker, made good 
amps, but he was no match 
for the heavy brutes coming 
out-of England under the 
name of ‘‘Marshall."’ 

For some time, Marshall 
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“‘stacks’’ and Fender guitars 
were the choice of Jimi 
Hendrix. The Who played 
through Marshall with Gib- 
son-Fender guitars and Mar- 
shall amps. Ritchie Black- 
more (ex-Deep Purple, now 
Rainbow) is still a Fender 
guitar-Marshall amp freak, 
and the list goes on. 

In the rush for ‘‘killer- 
watt’? amps, the Americans 
were not left behind, but for 
a while, the sound of rock 
music was dominated by 
American-made electric gui- 
tars and English-made ‘tube’ 
amps. In recent years how- 
ever, the Americans have 
raced back to supremacy in 
the manufacture and design 
of guitars and amplifiers and 
sound systems in general, 
with the Japanese making 
several inroads into the 
market, especially in the hi-fi 
and recording equipment 
field 

We now talk of 
acoustic guitars with built-in 
pickups, suitable for classical 
or rock music, even at high 
dBs (ovations); electric gui 
tars with built-in effect units 
(MPC Electra) Roland, a 
Japanese company; and 
Hagstrom, a Swedish comp- 
any, now making guitar-syn- 
thesizer combinations. 

Alembic builds the most 
expensive bass guitar ar- 
ound, afid what with ever 
advancing modern techno- 
logy, it looks like the sky is 
the limit for the electric 
guitars and amplifiers. 

Looking at popularity, 
Gibson and Fender sold more 
guitars than any other 
manufacturer in the busin- 
ess, and the most loved 
models are for

14 cargoes for shipment next 
June, July and September. 
Activity was routine in the 
oilseed sector with restrained 
buying except for India 
which has displayed keen 
interest by purchasing close 
to 30,000 tons of rapeseed, 
and also received 6,000 tons 
under a government aid 
program. 

In Alberta it is reported 
that 62 percent of rapeseed, 
48 percent of wheat and 40 
percent of barley have been 
threshed, along with 30 
percent of oats, 14 percent of 
flax and 96 percent of fall 
rye. Quality of grain con- 
tinues to deteriorate with 
sprouting a serious problem 
and mildewed grain com- 
mon.

While this reduction in 
beef supply will mean 
sharply higher prices for 
producers, the benefits of the 
higher prices will be more 
than offset by reduction in 
volume and such prices may 
also result in very strong 
consumer and political re- 
action. 

Through its semi-annual 
Beef Watch Newsletter to 
cattlemen, the C.C.A. is 
advising producers to start 
planning now to breed more 
cows and heifers in 1979. In 
the first instance, this will 
mean a reduction in cow 
culling levels and the hold 
back of more heifer calves 
this fall. The Association 
recognizes the strong econo- 
mic incentive for producers 
to sell their cows and heifers 
on today's high markets in 
order to recoup some of their 
recent losses. However, the 
Newsletter suggests that in 


completed by October 6, 
Cool wet weather has also 
curtailed harvesting of the 
United States corn and 
soybean crops. The crop is 


the long run individual 
producers and the whole 
industry will benefit far more 
by keeping these cattle in the 
breeding herds.

This year, Fire Prevention 
Week is from October 8 to 
14. At this time of year, we 
urge you to clean up your 
home and premises of paper, 
rags or other debris so fire 
won't be given a chance to 
start. 

As of January, 1978, all 
new homes must have smoke 
detectors. Homes construct- 
ed prior to this do not fall 
under this compulsory legis- 
lation, but we advise smoke 
detectors near the sleeping 
areas. If you have a bedroom 
in the basement, have one 
there too and/or close to the 
staircase. 

Further points to ensure a 
fire safe home would be: 
Check close to the furnace for 
paint, cleaners and old rags. 
Ensure your furnace has new 
filters or the old ones 
cleaned; check the belt to see 
if it is in good condition for 
the cold months ahead. 

Check the electrical circuit 
ensuring that it’s not over- 
loaded, 

Have the television che- 
cked if not working properly; 
if over two years old, it 
should be cleaned. Dust on 
the main transformer can be 
overheated and start a fire. 

Check your dryer making 
sure it is free of dust and the 
belt is in good condition. 

Do not hesitate to call any 
member of the fire depart- 
ment if you have any queries 
or concerns, i.e., smoke 
detectors, fire extinguishers, 
or a suspected fire hazard in 
your home.

Broiler chicken 


tests 


Broiler chickens in Canada 
now are more efficient than 
ever before. Recent tests 
carried out by Agriculture 
Canada's poultry division 
show that broilers are better 
bred, better fed and reach 
marketable weight earlier 
than 10 years ago. 

The Central Canada Broi- 
ler Test compared eight 
strains from commercial hat- 
chery flocks across Canada. 
The researchers found that 
the birds reached a market- 
able weight at 48 days 


compared to 63 days 10 years 
ago. A two kilogram bird, 
produced in 48 days, had an 
average carcass meat yield of 
73 percent. The poultry 
division will conduct further 
tests this fall and winter to 
confirm the results.
